2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for 
cultivating filter feeders, the method including the steps of providing tanks with seawater; adding essential elements to the seawater; 
adding a food source to the seawater to form a mixture and then continuously aerating the mixture until a dense bloom of bacterial 
culture is formed; and adding artemia cysts to the mixture. 

Claims 17-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
preparing food for fish or crustacean larvae whereby nauplii released by the development of artemia cysts or deposited by ovoviviparous 
reproduction are fed to the larvae comprising the production of artemia cysts or Artemia nauplii as set forth in the method recited in 
claims 1, 9. 

Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus possess industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
